It would assist every citizen in the Province, whether farmer, miner, business man, 
tradesman or professional man, and the Province as a whole. 


the aggregate amount will make a safe first mortgage. When the mortgage is 


signed by Bill Smith the Government issues to each of his creditors bonds for the 
amount of each individual claim against him 


When all farmers in Alberta are thus covered, the Government withdraws all 
legislation now in force which impairs the security of the first mortgage . It licenses 
every thresher in the Province and every grain buyer. The thresher will be provided 
with forms on which he reports to the Department the amount of grain he threshed 
for Bill Smith, and the grain buyer will deduct from each wagon load or car lot the 
amount of the Government shares, as grain is delivered. At the end of the crop 
year the Government announces that they have on hand so much money to apply 
on the retirement of the bonds and each holder of a bond gets his pro rata share of 
the fund.

Dear Sir: Believing that Governments, both Federal and Provincial, as well as 
economists of ali nations, are at a loss to find a solution for present-day problems, 
and believing that any suggestion that may be of assistance in solving these problems 
would be welcomed, would like to submit the following plan: 


It is in brief to consolidate all the liabilities of the Agricultural Industry of 
Alberta under the Government of the Province of Alberta. The Provincial Govern- 
ment could create an addition to the present Lands and Mines Department to handle 
the scheme. Every farmer who is in debt would give the Province a first mortgage 
for the amount of his indebtedness. The Province would then pay, with bonds 
sponsored by themselves, and guarantee by the first mortgage all the farmers’ debts.

Laurel out- 
yields Liberty but has a_s shorter 
straw — sometimes inconveniently 
short. Hulless oats are susceptible to 
smut but may be grown perfectly free 
of this fungus if it is never allowed 
to get a start. Copper carbonate is 
the best fungicide for hulless oats.

Several enquiries about spring rye 
have been received. Though produc- 
tive on poor land it is a crop that is 
not favored where other spring grains 
can be raised. Rye grain is rather 
unpalatable except as a limited ingre- 
dient of a mixture, the straw is tough 
and not counted as forage, the crop 
is exhaustive, volunteering is an ob- 
jectionable feature and with all these 
disadvantages spring rye lacks the 
cultural merits which sometimes re- 


commend winter rye. 


Live-Stock Prices and Prospects 


The alfalfa seed you sent for co- 
operative trial has proven to be of 
great value as a hay crop. Will seed 
five acres this spring. 

The 1932 grain crop was very good. 
A dry spell shortened the yield of oats 
and barley. Much of the wheat 
grades No. 1 Northern. Live-stock 
prices have discouraged many farm- 
ers. I do not think there will be one 
half as many sows bred locally as 
compared with last year. 

Neighbors shipped cattle to Edmon- 
ton 21 days now, fat yearlings sold 
two and half to three cents, 
Enilda, Alta. 

Ans.—While agreeing about the 
disappointing nature of the animal 
prices we doubt the wisdom of going 
out of stock at this date. Lately the 
hog market has picked up and indeed 
it is very likely to do so after such a 
disastrous slump in prices. We do 
not pose as prophets nor advise any- 
one to rush into hogs at this or any 
other time, but if one has a good 
brood sow or two it should be better 
to keep her and breed her for a little 
next spring than it was to breed for 
a 1932 litter.

Thin Stand of Brome 

Last year being short of pasture I 
seeded a field to brome and wheat. 
In the autumn it seemed to be very 
thin, Could I seed any more without 
injuring the stand? How would it be 
to let it reseed itself? If it should be 
good enough to cut for hay what is 
the right time to mow? How many 
cuttings a year? How long does it 
take to cure as compared with wild 
hay?

Ans.—Nurse-crop seeding usually 
works out that way, especially in a 
droughty season. It is probable that 
the brome will thicken up and estab- 
lish itself but the 193% hay crop will 
likely be light and perhaps weedy. 
The stand could probably be thicken- 
ed by putting on some more seed and 
scratching it in with a harrow or 
even a hayrake, but germination would 
quite possibly be slow. It would 
likely pay to wait until June, then if 
it still seems necessary cultivate the 
field up well and reseed in June or 
early July, taking advantage of a rain 
if possible. 

Brome is usually cut for hay when 
fully headed, but sometimes nurse- 
crop seedings show little tendency to 
head in the summer after seeding, 
making what looks more like tillering 
growth, 

Brome hay is fairly appetizing even 
though cut after Wossoming. Only 
one cutting per annum may be ob- 
tained, It is not very hard to “make” 
but needs to be especially well cured 
before being stacked or it will turn 
dark and muat, being then unsuitable 
for horses,

Ans.—It depends on the extent and 
the location of the injury. If twigs 
are barked, but the trunks all right, 
one can do very little but wait till the 
tree renews its head. Even then it 
may be out of shape and need con- 
siderable pruning to correct its form. 
In case the main trunk is girdled com- 
pletely, the tree will die unless the 
gap or break in the bark is bridged. 
If the injury is not too extensive the 
following method is recommended by 
authorities: 

In the spring when the sap is start- 
ing trim away the bark from the in- 
jury to clean fresh bark and wood. 
Long scions are cut wedge-fashion at 
both ends and slipped underneath the 
bark below and above the wound, The 
bark over the scion-ends is then firm- 
ly tied to keep them securely in place 
and sometimes small tacks are driven 
through the ends of the scions to hold 


them securely. The work is waxed 
over to protect wood and scions 
alike. Shoots should be prevented 
from growing from the scions. In due 


time the wound is bridged by the ring 
of scions, and eventually should be 
completely covered by a new solid 
growth of wood. If large one-year- 
old shoots are not available two-year- 
old vigorous growth will be found to 
give good satisfaction, (Small wounds 
not encircling the trunk are some- 
times protected with a bandage of 
cow manure while nature is setting up 
her healing processes.) 
A good wax for covering exposed 
parts is as follows: 
Resin, 4 parts by weight, 
Beeswax, 2 parts by weight, 
Tallow, 1 part by weight. 
Melted paraffin might be employed 
as*a protective agency with consider- 
able success,

Treatment for Grain Smut 
“Numerous experiments have shown 


that stinking smut can be prevented 
or reduced to a negligible amount in 
most parts of the country by thor- 


oughly cleaning seed to remove the 
smut balls and then properly treating 
it with copper carbonate or formalde- 
hyde, preferably the former, as it 
does not reduce germination and has 
other advantages, 

“If copper carbonate is used, 
ounces of the 50-percent grade or 3) 
ounces of the 18-to-20-percent grade | 
should be applied to each bushel of| 
seed with a commercial or homemade | 
machine so that the dust thoroughly | 
covers every kernel. On no account 
should an attempt be made to apply 
copper carbonate by shovelling or} 
raking methods, 

“If formaldehyde is used, the seed 
should be soaked in a solution made 
up of 1 pint of commercial formalde- 
hyde to 40 gallons of water, using con- 
tainers or machines which float smut 
balls to the surface where they can 
be skimmed off. Some machines do 
not remove smut balls. The sprinkle- 
and-shovel method of applying form- 
aldehyde usually is ineffective, as it 
does not remove smut balls.”

Whether or not this story is true 
makes no particular difference, The 
point is that the adult or child who is 
not clean is an unpleasant person to 
have around because he offends the 
sense of smell, 

We should keep 
and change our’ underclothing 
stockings regularly so that we 
not be offensive to other people, A 
warm bath at least once a week is 
usually sufficient to keep the skin of 
the body clean. The person who per- 
spires freely or whose work is dirty 
or dusty needs to bathe more fre- 
quently, 

Underclothes require to be changed 
frequently as they absorb the per- 
aspiration and become offensive, The 
stockings should be changed dajly and

the feet washed each day as smelly 
feet are particularly disagreeable, 
A clean skin is desirable from a 


health standpoint. A clean skin does 
its work better than does a dirty skin. 
Of particular importance is the care 
of the hands, Because hands become 
soiled, it is necessary that they be 
thoroughly washed before each meal 
in order to prevent them from de- 
positing the germs of disease on food 
and so enabling these germs to enter 
the mouth, 

Personal appearance is improved 
when the skin is clean, the nails well 
cared for and clean, the hair clean and 
neat, and the clothing clean. We feel 
better when we are clean, Cleanliness 
raises our feelings of self-confidence, 
and causes us to enter into our work 
or play with greater zest, 

Carelessness about personal appear- 
ance usually lowers self-respect, That 
is why when we have some important 
social or business engagement, we 
“clean up.” The child is affected 
just as is the adult, The child who) 
is sent to school dirty and untidy is) 
not being given a fairy chance. 

Cleanliness is a worth-while habit, 
It makes life more pleasant, and, at 
the same time, more safe because cer
